2.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEATH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Arrangements.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by 
the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public 
Health  laboratories  at  Preston.  These  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  A 
report  on  every  examination  is  made  to  the  Public  Health  Department, 


Ambulance  Arrangements.  Ambulance  service  in  the  district  is  provided 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  Vehicles  are  stationed  at  Billinge 
Ambulance  Station,  and  highly  satisfactory  service  is  being  provided. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  and  1951.  No  action  under  Section  47  of 
these  Acts  was  taken  during  the  year  1962  by  the  Authority.

8  samples  of  water  from  supply  where  treatment  is  installed,  were  sent 
for  “bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  and  the  results  proved  that 
they  were  satisfactory.  Also  one  sample  of  water  was  sent  for  chemical 
analysis  -  satisfactory. 

Regular  chlorination  of  the  water  supply  is  carried  out. 

2,572  houses  in  the  district  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  the  main, 
and  6  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are,  at  the  present  time,  six  small  sewage 
disposal  works  in  the  district  situated  at  Roby  Mill,  Crawford,  Digmoor, 

Tawd  Bridge,  Holland  Moor  and  Dams  Head.  Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  new 
property  that  has  been  completed,  and  to  be  constructed  within  the  next  two 
to  three  years,  this  added  burden  has  had  a  tendency  to  overload  the 
existing  sewerage  disposal  facilities,  and  in  consequence,  the  whole  of 
the  sewerage  disposal  system  throughout  the  district  is  being  reviewed  with 
a  view  to  erecting  temporary  works  at  Tawd  Bridge  to  eradicate  the  Holland 
Moor  Works,  and  the  laying  of  a  new  trunk  sewer  to  link  up  with  the  Wigan- 
H os car  Moss  trunk  sewer  at  Gat hurst,  doing  away  with  the  Dams  Head  Works. 

Furthermore,  the  preparation  of  the  Appley  Bridge  sewerage  scheme  is  now 
nearing  completion,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  for  approval  during  the  next  few  months.

Under  the  General  Conversion  Scheme,  the  local  authority  pays  a 
contribution  of  £.12.  towards  the  cost  of  a  conversion,  or  bears  half  the 
cost  if  the  total  cost  is  less  than  this  amount.  Two  conversions  to  water 
closets  were  made  in  1962. 


Public  Cleansing.  Street  scavenging  and  removal  of  house  refuse  are 
carried  out  by  the  local  authority. 

Privy  middens  and  ashbins  are  emptied  regularly  and  the  Council’s  own 
refuse  collection  vehicle  is  engaged  in  the  removal  of  refuse  to  controlled 
tips.
